4. Claims 1 32, 1 36- 1 37, and 1 39- 1 42 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as b;eingjunpatentable over claim 1-1: of U. S . Patent No. - i v 
6,204,241 . Although the conflicting claims/are not identical, they are.riot p&teritably diStmctifrom 
each other because the polypeptides administered -by the process steps -recited in the instant : - 
application of a method for inducing myeliriaiionof a neural cell by a glial cell by using amino 
acid sequences encoded by SEQ ID NO: 154- 159 and amino acids 54-103 encoded by SEQ ID 
NO: 150, or amino acids comprising SEQ ID NO: 188-189, or amino acids encoded by SEQ ID 
NO: 151, or amino acids 362-41 1 of SEQ ID NO: 170, are polypeptides which are all contained 
within SEQ ID NO: 170 of claim 1 1 of the instant patent which recites a method for inducing 
myelination of a neural cell by a glial cell comprising administering amino acids 51-422 of SEQ 
ID NO: 170.

5. Claims 142-143 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 5 second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. Claims 142-143 recite SEQ ID NOs:151 and 152 as nucleic acid sequences when 
they are, in fact, amino acid sequences. 

Appropriate correction is required.
